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1. Installing the Software 



1.1 Installing the Ostia Navigation Software 

1) Make sure your Pocket PC is synchronized with your 
Desktop/Laptop PC. 

2) Insert the Installation CD into the CD-ROM drive, and the 
installation screen should appear on the screen if Auto-Run 
is enabled. If Auto-Run is not enabled, explore the 
Installation CD and run the Setup.exe file.

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1.2 Installing the MapFinder Software 



Overview - MapFinder is an all-in-one utility that allows you 
to search for maps anywhere in the country, select the map 
or group of maps you wish to download, and download the 
selected maps to your PC, Pocket PC, or any storage media 
attached in either device. 

1) On the installation screen, click Install MapFinder and 
follow the on-screen instructions. 

2) When this process is finished, it will take you back to the 
installation screen.

2. Clicking directly on the map 

-By placing the mouse cursor directly on top of a small map 
on the screen, the information for that map will be displayed. 

-Double-clicking an area on the US map will cause that area 
to be selected and remain highlighted. 

2.2 Extracting & transferring maps 

After the map(s) have been selected, they will need to be 
extracted from the appropriate CD(s) and then transferred to 
the Pocket PC or memory card. 
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1 . Once all the maps are highlighted and selected, at the top 
right corner of the MapFinder screen there are two choices: 

- MS ActiveSync - this will transfer maps directly to the 
Pocket PC or memory card in the Pocket PC via 
ActiveSync. 

- CF Card Reader - if a memory card reader is present 
MapFinder can send map files directly to a memory card. 

2. Choose the location to store the maps and then click the 
"Execute Map Copy" button.

3.2 Finding an Origin or Destination 



The methods used to find an Origin (route starting point) or 
Destination (route ending point) are the same; the Origin will 
be displayed in Green and the Destination in Red. 
In the Find menu there are several methods to find a 
location:

- Using the Outlook™ Contacts database 

- The user defined Favorites database

*Smart Navigator services requires a paid subscription. 
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Recent Destination - This will bring up a list of locations (up 
to 1 1) that have been recently used as destinations that 
can be used again. 

Contacts - This will search the existing Outlook™ Contacts 
list on the Pocket PC. 

1. Click Find -> Origin or Destination -> Contacts 

2. Enter the name of the contact you want to find in the 
small entry field. A list of contacts most closely matching 
the one you entered will appear in the window below the 
entry field. (Note that if a contact has a first and last 
name, the entry may appear with the last name before 
the first, for example: Doe, John) 

3. Click on the contact you want to highlight it and click 
OK. 

Note: The default lookup is under "Company" 



Favorites - This will search a database of latitude/longitude 
locations that have been previously named and stored 
by the user.

Intersection - This will allow for an intersection of two 
streets to be located on the map(s) that are currently 
open.

The window 
below the entry field will display a list of streets most 
closely matching the one you entered. Click on a street 
name to highlight it and click Next. 

3. The next screen will ask you to select the appropriate 
city for the intersection.

Point of Interest - This will search the database of points of 
interest that are built into the map(s) in use with the 
Ostia Navigation software.

Click on a category 
to highlight it and click Next.

3.3 Creating a Route 

Once an Origin and Destination have been selected, a turn- 
by-turn route can be calculated. 

IMPORTANT: In order for the software to give voice 
directions and on-screen directions, a route MUST be 
created before traveling. 

To calculate the route, click Find -> New Route -OR- click 
the Happy Face icon on the toolbar to Enable the GPS. 

*Note: If the GPS is enabled and locked-on to your position, 
the software will treat your current GPS position as the origin 
of a route as long as the GPS indicator is on a street. (To 
enable the GPS see section 7) 
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3.4 Multiple Stops on a Route 



This function will allow a route to have several intermediate 
stops before reaching a final destination. Multiple Stops will 
be displayed in purple on the map. 

1. Click Find -» Multi-stop 

2. This menu will allow you to find stops using the same 

methods as stated in the previous section: Contacts, 
Favorites, Address, Intersection and Point of Interest. 

3. Steps 1 and 2 can be repeated to add up to 10 stops in a 

route.
